A great deal has been printed
within the last few years regarding
sweel clover and its value te stock-
mea, «gpecially in the sandhills coun-
try. The Herald has beem disposed
to discount these cialms te a consid-
erable extent, not that we doubt the
good intentions or veracity of those
making them, but there is a poanibil-
ity, perhaps, that they are mistaken
in their opinions. It peemns that if
the plant is as valuable as Is claimed
by some, ‘ranchmen would have
found it out and now be Erowing it
extensively for feed.

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where alfalfa is o fallare, as it re-
quires very little molsture, and it
enriches the land as weM as does Il-
falfn or any of the legumes,

It grows wild all over the eastern
portion of the state and in some por-
tions of the northwestern part, It
is a much more pleasant crop to
rolse along the road sides than woodl
and is of as much value as a corn
erop. There {s one thing about
sweet clover that but few know. It
is a blennial and not a perennial like
alfalfa and clover and will disappear
at the end of the second year unless
the lust crop is allowed to go to seed. |

Stock will not eat It at first, but
if they are glven no other food they
will begin to eat it within two or
three days und afterwards prefer it
Lo any other sort of hay. It requir-
e8 about the same amoum of geed to
the acre as alfalfy and ean be sowed
in some places on unplowed land,

There seems to be something more
about sweel clover than I8 stated in
this bulletin, In Omaha the cut|
down lots within a year or two all'
Brow a blg crop. The owners of
lots declare they never sowed any
sweel clover on them, but every-
where over the city they are grow-
ing heavy crops of hay, How the
seed got there no one aeems to know, |
If all the sweet clover hay that is |
growing in Omaha was harvested it
would feed & good share of the
borses of the town. It
EWo crops a4 year and must be cut be-|
fore it becomes woody.
